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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Edward Williams on 8/12/09. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

On line 6 of claim 1 "computer readable program" was replaced with -computer 
program embodied on a computer readable medium-. 

On line 4 of claim 2, "computer readable program" was replaced with -computer 
program embodied on a computer readable medium-. 

On lines 7-8 of claim 2, "a computer readable program" was replaced with -the 
computer program-. 

Claims 14 and 15 were cancelled. 

The change to claims 1 and 2 were made to ensure that the claims recited a 
statutory process under 35 U.S.C. 101. The change to claims 14 and 15 was made to 
cancel the withdrawn claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 7-13 are allowed. The reasons for allowability of these claims 
was addressed in the previous Office action filed 9/22/08 and are repeated below. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 , 7, 9, and 1 1 , the primary reason for allowance is the 
inclusion of determining central systolic pressure by determining the corresponding 
pressure at time t after the wave foot of an upper limb pressure waveform, wherein time 
t is the time from pressure wave foot to peak in a central carotid artery, in combination 
with all of the other limitations of the claims, which is not taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record. 

Regarding claims 2-4, 8, 10, 12, and 13, the primary reason for allowance is the 
inclusion of determining the central systolic pressure by taking the value of the upper 
limb pressure waveform at the time of the start of a component of the waveform 
attributable to the lower body wave reflection, in combination with all of the other 
limitations of the claims, which is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record.
